leather, and are stuffed with straw. 


Upstairs is a trough-like machine which is filled with 


long straws. A sharp1 knife descends and cuts them into 
about twelve-inch lengths, which are sent in a hnpper 
to the floor below. 
x 


leather sheets are cut by a semi-circular steel in- 


strument into whatever shapes are desired. Some shapes 
may be cut by metal frames, which are placed over the 
leather, and pressure exerted by electricity to cut the 
shapes. 
•( 


The two side? of the collar are sewed together by 


hand with long leather thongs. The collar as it i* being 
sewed i? held up by a wooden frame, and the operator 
sits facing it. His needle is long, and he has to pull the 
thong1 through the hole he punches with it. 


In the lower floor, when the straw comes through 


the hopper, it is put into the dampened leather ttrses. 
which Jiave been wet so that they will stretch, since 
leather is unwieldy when it is dry. A metal hollow rod 
takes the straw which comes down, and doubles it over 
so that it pushes it into the open space of the collar. 
There are two machines of this sort—one for the narrow- 
rim which is next to the horse's next, and the other for 
the larger part. 


Several tons of pressure is brought to bear on the 


collar when it is put into the frame, surrounded by metal 
and a huge horseshoe-shaped weight dropped on it. It 
is left in that ^position until the leather has completely 
dried out, when it is sent upstairs to be "buckled." 


For the collar a? yet is only half done. One end is 


open, and the ends of the straw stuffing protrude. 


The last inch or two of straw is dug out with a sharp 


needle-like instrument, and an extra piece sewed on the 
space by hand. The buckle which fasten? the collar is« 
a part of the extra piece. 


Collars are boxed, and sent to the warehouse, where 


with other articles they await shipment. 


Harpham Brothers specially is the horse neck pro- 


tector, on which they hold the patent. A piece of fabric 
is sewed to metal supports, which are rivetted to an iron 
brace, so that the harness may be worked even when 
there is reason' to leave the harness away from a sore 
spot on the neck.
